ONTRARY fo the general opinion. 


It was not Inspector ByniPS who 
Instituted the famous iinaglnnry 


hnrricr known as the "dead line"— 
« point beyond which crooks could 
not penetrate except under peril of 
immediate 
arrest, 
even 
though 
no 


charges were pending against them 
at the moment. 
The device was orig- 


inated tiy William Melville, superin- 
tendent of Scotland Yard during the 
relpn of Queen Victoria. 


But It was in connection with the 


prevention of a crime, rather than in 
the solving of one, that Melville had 
his most distinguished success, for If 
he hud not been able to capture Vroff, 
the famous anarchist, it Is finite pos-

The affair In question occurred some 


months after Melville had taken charge 
of Scotland Yard. 
The visit of the 


cs-.ar had been widely heralded through 
the press and every governmental op- 
erative In Oreaf 
Britain 
hud been 


pressed Into service to secure the safe- 
ty of the visiting ruler. 
The entire 


Island wns comber! for men who were 
known to he hiding, and, as a final 
resort, Melville Issued an order that 
any suspicious character found within 
llvo square miles of (he. line of march 
fnirn Buckingham palace to the Man- 
sion house would be arrested on sight. 


Three days before the arrival of 


the cr.ar. Melville's reports Indicated 
that 
the city hud been thoroughly 


denned up. 
| 


But on the very day of the proces- 


sion, only two hours before the royal 
families were scheduled to leave the 
palnce, Melville was Informed that his 
men had failed to apprehend the most , 
dangerous nihilist on Mic continent— ' 
n young Russian hy the name of Vroff, 
who had csonped from a prison In St. 
Petersburg mid had entered England 
In such a roundabout manner that his 
arrival had not been recorded. 
Ac- 


cording to the word which reached 
Melville. Vroff bad secure,! employment' 
in a 
wtrtt- merchant's establishment 


along the line wliMi the procession 
would follow, and had sworn to throw 
a bomb under the c/ar's carriage as 
It passed. 


Melville realized that there wasn't 


n moment t» he lost. 
Also, It wns a - 


job which he must handle alone. 


As It happened, Melville knew the 


establishment where Vroff worked, and. 
lie also knew thnt a certain vintage 


j of ••ImmpnEiip was kept in the cellar, 
1 whence It was produced only nt a spe- 


cial request. 
It was for this reason, 


therefore, that he m;ule his way to the 
wine shop nnd stated that he would 
like to purchase half a dozen bottles 
of the champagne. 


As he expected, the proprietor In- 


formed him that the vintage wns In 
the bin. but offered to have It brought 
up immediately.

FIGHT FOR 


S H O P CONDITIONS 


NK\V YORK, Dec. 1G. — Between 


)",000 and J 1,000 striking cloak 
and 


:>uit workers, in 870 shops, jr<; back at 
wit] 1: under signed agreerno-it" with 
the employers under union condition, 
Benjamin S< Mesinger, president of fie 
International i.adies' (Garment Work- 
ers' 
I'nion, announced. 
These, con- 


tracts expressly stipulate the continu- 
ance of the 41-hour week, and a week- 
work basis. 


This number represents one-fourth 


of the total number who were called 
out three weeks ago when the employ- 
ers' organization broke the contract 
whicli has until next June to run, and 
;. ttemptod to cut wages, increase work- 
ing hours, and restore the piecework 
system by which they pie^med to force 
a return to sweatshop conditions in 
the industry. 
In addition, 450 more shops have made 


application to the union for settlements 
on a similar basis 
These apnliciitin^s 


are \x ing paused upon by the settle- 
ment eommiUfo, and if all are a.-u 
upon favorably the result will be th 
return, on union conditions, of about 
1-j.OUO more workers.

them the union will under no circum- 
stances enter into parleys for new ar- 
rangements with the employers.

The court hearing on the union's In- 


junction to make permanent the in- 
junc'ion and suit agaist the employ- 
ers for breach of contract has been 
postponed a week. Meantime the tem- 
porary injunction, forbidding the em- 
ployers' 
association to attempt to 


carry on business in violation of the 
contract, remains in force.

"slackness and inefficiency" of labor 
at the present time in building indus- 
try, which he hinted was due to the 
attitude of certain union officials who 
would be called upon to explain the 
situation.
